SIR, 


HE entertaining account you gave us, in * one of your 

Journals, of the rites and ceremonies practifed at 
the inauguration of a Poet-Laureat, under the Pontificate 
of L.o X, occafioned my falling into feveral reflections 
upon the prefent ftate of Englifh Poetry, the injudiciouf- 
nefs of Patrons, and the proper methods of retrieving the 
honour of the Mules, and reftoring the moft elegant of 
all the {ciences to its ancient luftre and reputation ; which 
difpofed me for the following dream or vifion, when I 
went .to bed. 

I fancied myfelf walking up and down in the fhady 
groves of Parnaflus, amidit a very large company of Poets 
of all nations and languages; of whom few made a better 
figure than thofe of the Englifh. IL had not long wan- 
dered in this agreeable fcene, before fome of thele wel- 
comed my arrival in the moft obliging manner, and with 
the moft fenfible demonftrations of joy for the acceflion of 
a new brother and affociate to thofe delightful regions of 
ferenity and repofe. Vor they made me to underftand, that 
the little grudges and heart-burniags of jealoufy, and that 
narrowneis of foul with which paltry mortals are fo much 
upon the fret at the thoughts ot a rival, are unknown, to 
the more candid and exalted fpirits of Parnaifus, who think 
a parinerfhip of fame, and the immortality it gives, an 
accumulation of their happinefs.. I never was fo much 
mortified with not being in reality what I was taken for, 
as now ; nor fo heartily regretted any thing, as that I had 
not puriued fuch elevated and refined ftadies, as might have 
entitled me to a place in fo much good conipany. ——— 
However, before I undeceived them as to their tavourable 
conceptions of me, I prefumed to enquire, whether any of 
our nation had of late been thought worthy to be admitted 
among them, becaufe they fcemed to entertain with io 
much pleafure the acceflion of a youth, who had a jufer 
opinion of himfelf, than to think he had a title to the great 
honour they were pleafed to do him. ‘To which it was 
anfwered, that, on what account they knew not, but the 
Englith genius, they apprehended, had very much declined. 
For a great number of our Countrymen had made pre- 
tenfions to their Society of late; but for want of good 
credentials, they were {till rejeéted. Why, alas! then, 
Gentlemen, I replied, it is no {mall affliction to me to 
be obliged to declare to you, that I am not the happy 
perfon you mittake me for. This is but an excurfton in- 
to the!e flowery resions, like the accidental adventures of 
my Mule ; Lam not fo fortunate as to be free of your com- 
pany, and enrolled a Parnafhun; for, being no protofled 
Poet, how fhould I obtain the privileges of your comimu- 
nity under the handof AroLio? 

Upon this, a venerable Bard, whom I now apprehended 
to be the great Daypren, whofe aipeét carried iomething 
more auguit, fince his Apotheolis, as I may cail it, than 
the pictures he has left us of himifelf, during his mortality : 
Why, Brother, for I wiil call you fo, it is a gYeater indica- 
tion of merit, as well as more truly honourable, to de- 
cline honours than to court them with never fo much 
fuccefs 5 nor is he Jefs to be efteemed a Poet who can write, 
and does not, or who conceals what he has written, either 
cutof modefty, or want of ambition. What turther pailed 
betwixt us, I fhall not prefume to mention: but our con- 
ference was toon interrupted by a furprizing clamour, 
Which afcended the mountain 3 when approaching nearer, 
We heard, Make way there for the noble Laurgear of 
Great Britain! This drew our curictity to know who this 
Hluitriotis perionage fhould be, ; 
Would give him. Lic with this expectatiun, we 
Carried to the prefeace-rocin, Where his Pa 
jelty gives audience, 
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We were no fooner arrived, than the undaunted Bri- 
tifh Bard was introduced to his Majefty, and, with an air 
of confidence, challenged the laurel, as inconteftably his 
own: which was attended with a general acclamation of 
all the fcouts and fcavengers of Parnaflus, and did not con- 
tribute a little to the elevation of his creft.- ‘To be fhort, 
APoLto was pleafed to demand his credentials, telling him 
he had never yet heard of his name. May it pleafe your Ma- 
efty, replies his Laureatfhip, riot at all abafhed with the 
feverity of the rebuke, here are my Works, which will 
{peak for me. With that he prefented APotio with two 
large volumes in Quarto, finety bound and gilt ; and, add- 
ed he, Who has yet trod the Englifh ftage with better 
grace, or ever acted a character, or written one, better 
than your Majeity’s moft obedient fervant ? ApoLLo open- 
ing the Books, found they were Plays; whereupon knit- 
ting his brows, I tell thee, Bard, fays he, Iam fo furfeited 
with the productions of you modern Play-wrights, that I 
have ordered moft of the Plays that have been written in 
this laft age, to be difpo‘ed of in a library adjoining to 
the Temple of CLoacina, at the foot of Parnaflus, where 
alone they can be of ufe to mankind. Befides, for me to 
beftow the never-fading crown of Poets, which Printes and 
Conquerors have been ambitious of wearing, upon a Player, 
without fome extraordinary merit, will be degrading the 
dignity of the laurel. | 

Here the Bard interrupted: But, Sir, with reverence, 
Lavreat Iam, and Laurear I mutt be; for the great- 
eit Prince of the prefent age, has commanded it to 
be fo; and thereforeI am, with authority, chief Poet in his 
dominions. This really, rejoined APoLLo, is like NERO’s 
taking the laurel by itrength of his legions, and crowning 
himlelf with it 5 at the fame time caufing himfelf to be 
proclaimed, with found of trumpet, the belt Poet in his 
dominions, let any man fay the contrary at his peril. 
Well, Mr. Laureat, proceeds he, as great a veneration 
as I have for every thing that comes figned by the autho- 
rity of the Prince, whofe fervant you now write your 
felt, and whote fanétion and recommendation generally 
have the place of law with me, as being the true teili- 
monial of merit ; I cannot yet admit your claim to the 
laurel in my Parnaffian territories, without fome formal 
proofs of your abilities, according to the ftatutes of thele 
our poetical dominions ; and "till I fee your compliments 
to your Sovereign, in return for the honour he has done 
you. You have likewife to pais your examination, and the 
rites of inauguration, before you can be endenizoned in 
the Heliconian cliines. 

And now I perceived an indignation to fpread and red 
den the faces of fome venerable Bards, who, one and all, 
requefted that the Candidate might be examined in the an- 
tient Writers of the Drama 3 and that he might be te- 
quired to tranflate fome paffages cf the antient Puets 3 which, 
as aright line difcovers its contrary, would try the truth 
of his genius, and how far his manner of compofing would 
bear the touch-itore of nature and good fence. But this 
examination he had the modetly to decline —Updn which 
a draught of the water of Hippocrenc, wes ordered to be 
given him, which having a iudorific quality, if the Candi- 
date had juit pretenfions to the poeitcal {pirit, would re- 
fine and delecate his upper par an Intenfidle peripi- 
ration, and prepare hum tor breathing the purer air of 
the Parnafflan climate 5 if the contrary, like the water of 
tealouly, it would work violently downward, and fhew it 
eff Cts in the nether regions. And this lait happened to be 
the cafe, to the very great offence of our notes; which 
threw the aflembly into fo loud a fit of laughter, that it 
awaked

fays the Scholiaft, Varius de Augufto /cripferat 5 funt au- 
tam ex notiffimo Panegyrico Auguffi. Horace makes a 
great compliment both to Aucustrus and Varivus, by 
producing thefe verfes, and "tis pity we have not more 
remains of that excellent Poet. For, in my opinion, thefe 
are the finett lines, and contain the fineft compliment 
that ever was made by any mortal. The more you con- 
fider, the more you admire. There’sthe judgment and 
folidity of Vireo, the eafe and unaffectednefs of Ovip. 
Tis as lofty and ftron¢ as Homer; and, as to expreffion, 
fhort and natural as Horace. himflf. I with I could 
tranflate them into {two Englifh ones as good ; I would 
give so pounds. Let Pope himfelf do it, if he can, and 
apply them to our AuGustus.
